18— Too 
much praise cannot be given Presi­ 
dent Wilson for his great effort for 
successfully keeping this country at 
peace with the nations of the w’orld, 
but labor is unalterably opposed to 
his preparedness program and the 
wdiole scheme of preparedness. This 
in substance was the judgment of 
J. P. White, president of the United 
Mine Workers in America, the great­ 
est organized body of labor workers 
in the United States. 
It was em­ 
bodied in his report to the biennial 
convention delivered this afternoon. 
He said it was the opinion of the 
labor organization. 
The miners expect to demand an 
increase in wages of ten to twenty 
per cent, in 
every 
organized field. 
There have been rumors that general 
coal strikes are coming. 
Railroads 
are reported to have been hoarding 
coal in preparation for such strikes. 
Official- of the mine workers today 
said that they could foresee no defin­ 
ite trouble if the operators proved 
reasonable. 
The nature of the organization’s 
internal trouble is a secret, but is be­ 
lieved to be associated with Presi­ 
dent White himself. 
Better working 
conditions will be demanded by the 
miners, including a request for the 
general acceptance of the mine run 
system, in effect in Illinois and Ohio.

“This situation,” said Lippitt, “re­ 
sults from President Wilson’s Indi­ 
anapolis utterance— ‘it is all right for 
the Mexicans to spill all the blood 
they wish.’ 
“With that brutal Course I have 
no sympathy. 
There are different 
kinds of blood and one kind is Amer­ 
ican. 
If I had been president twen­ 
ty-four hours would not have passed 
before the army would have been in 
pursuit of those murderers.” 
“There are two or three senators on 
the Republican side athirst for war 
with Mexico,” replied Senator Stone. 
“A declaration of war would break 
their h e a r t s . 
It w’ould leave them 
nothing to talk about. 
They are past

J Principal Speak­ 


er at Wesleyan Banquet. 


YALE’S 
LIGHT ARTILLERY. 


Influential 
Alumni 
Strongly 
Favor 
Military Training at Wesleyan For 
All Student« as a Requirement For 
Graduation — Propose Signal Corps 
Under Command of Regular Officer«. 


General Leonard Wood was the prin 
clpal speaker at the annual banquet ot 
the New York alumni of Wesleyan uni 
versity, Middletown, Conn.. held in 
New York on Friday evening, Jan 
14, under the auspices of the Wesleyan 
University club of New York, a t w hich 
were gathered over 500 alumni and 
friends of tne university. The subject 
of General Wood's address was “The 
Colleges In Relation to Military Train 
ing." The questions which he discuss 
ed were the principal topic for all the 
other 
speakers. 
President 
William 
Arnold Shauklin of Wesleyan and Hon. 
Arthur L. Andrews, corporation coun­ 
sel of Albany and member of the Wes­ 
leyan class of 1875, also spoke. 
The idea of discussing the m atter of 
preparedness at this occasion was de­ 
veloped by a num ber of influential 
alumni who are strongly in favor of 
military training a t Wesleyan for all 
students as a requirement for gradua­ 
tion. 
A joint committee of the trus­ 
tees and faculty now’ has the m atter 
under 
consideration. 
Colonel 
John 
Gribbel of Philadelphia, aid on the 
military staff of Governor Brumbaugh 
of Pennsylvania, and a Wesleyan trus 
tee, is chairman of the committee; For 
m er Public Service Commissioner John 
E. Eustis, member of the Lafayette 
Post. No. 140, G. A. R., Wesleyan trus­ 
tee and member of the Wesleyan class 
of 1874, is another m em ber of the coin 
mittee. 
Hon. Stephen H. Olin of New 
York city, formerly colonel and chief 
of staff of the First brigade, New 
York national guard, Wesleyan trus­ 
tee and member of the Wesleyan class 
of 18G6, although not a m em ber of the 
committee, Is keeping in close touch 
with its deliberations. 
Already Started at Yale. 
The movement for military training 
in colleges has already started a t near­ 
by Yale, where a light artillery corps 
Is being organized. 
Some alumni fa ­ 
vor the proj>osa! to equip a signal corps 
at Wesleyan, under the command of 
regular army signal officers, who will 
be detached and assigned for th a t par­ 
ticular service. 
The student body at 
Wesleyan 
now 
numbers 
over 
500, 
which is ab«mt the right size for the 
maintenance of a signal coips in all Its 
different branches. 
The physical and 
electrical laboratories at Wesleyan (’an, 
with comparatively little alteration, be 
extended to meet even the exacting re­ 
quirements of the regular army signal 
service. 
Already two wireless stations 
have been erected and now are in oper­ 
ation at Wesleyan. 
An army officer of high rank who has 
recently visited Middletown for the 
purpose of examining the topography 
of the city and surrounding territory 
and the Wesleyan equipment reports 
that both are more than adequate to 
w arrant the undertaking of the signal 
corps experiment. 
He further states 
th at the athletic field and the Fayer- 
w eather gymnasium, both immediately 
adjoining the campus, are well adapt­ 
ed for practice in the fundamentals of 
signal drill with flags and the sem a­ 
phore system, together with drill in 
laying and erecting field telephones 
and telegraphs, while the many com 
manding hills s- attered about Middle­ 
town in every direction and on both 
sides of the Connecticut river are 
equally well adapted for the erection 
of wireless stations, heliographs and 
lamps of various kinds for working by 
night. 
It is believed that the co-opera­ 
tion of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph 
company 
and 
associated 
companies can be secured to install all 
the necessary apparatus at Wesleyan 
and on the surrounding hills within a 
radius of twenty-five miles of Middle- 
towrn, the erection to be sui>ervised by 
regular army signal officers. 
One en­ 
thusiastic alumnus has offered to pro­ 
vide an automobile with a field wire­ 
less equipment. 
Aviation Squad Suggested. 
Intimations have been received that 
the New York, New Haven and Ilurt- 
for<l 
Railroad company 
occasionally 
will put a special train at the disposal 
of the Wesleyan signal corps, complete­ 
ly equipped for the transportation oi 
signal apparatus, thus giving ample 
opportunity for the study and practice 
of signal transportation problems and 
the execution of rapid maneuvers. 
A few alumni go so far as to urge 
the organization of an aviation squad 
as an integral part of the Wesleyan 
signal corps, with courses of instruc­ 
tion in aviation. 
For this plan a t least 
two aeroplanes and a balloon will be 
needed for the purposes of observation 
and spotting artillery fire. 
President Wilson, wTho was professor 
of history and jurisprudence at W es­ 
leyan from 1888 to 1890, is interested 
in the plan for military training there, 
as related to his larger plan of nation­ 
al preparedness. 
President Wilson re­ 
cently wrote: “My own thought turns 
back with the greatest pleasure to the 
memories of my two years a t W esley­ 
an. I have always felt that they were 
among the happiest years of my life.”

and 
Jap an. 
Nor has the Boer war been 
forg otten. 
When they reread these 
shameful p ag es of history , and note 
the woe and misery of Europ e, the 
American p eop le, not being lunatics, 
very naturally shudder at the mere 
thoug ht of 
war—not 
because they 
are cowardly , but because they are 
civilized and Christian. 
Their na­ 
tional sp irit 
has 
been 


weakened, but their intellig ence has 
been enlig htened.

who sneer at

would say . 
It is 
most creditable to us that we should, 
ex cep t for the weig htiest and most 
comp elling reasons, refuse to fan or 
ex tend the awful bonfire that is now 
consuming millions of lives and bil­ 
lion1- of the world's wealth.

knows what the morrow may bring 
to this nation, but every m e know

sp irit today is p recisely that ot Ah 
raham Lincoln, who went to the most 
ex treme leng ths to avoid war, ant 
was abused for it, ex actly as the 
American 
p eop le 
are

abused. 
The American sp irit today 
is what it lias, at its best, alway s 
been, and what we may hop e it al- 
wavs will I)«*.

“It is hard to make some of the 
coup les believe we have g iven them a 
g ood ceremony ,” said Mr. Dobbins, 
“because we charg e only 10 cents, and 
that is for the revenue stamp .

p eop le ap p ear to think that a ten cent 
marriag e is not as g ood as one that 
costs $5, but there is none better at 
any p rice. 
Besides, we keep a record 
of all witnesses, and at times this rec­ 
ord is very useful. 


Putting Them Through. 
“ When we g et ready to p erform the 
ceremonies we line the coup les up out­ 
side the chap el door. 
We g ive them 
numbers, so that the first comers will | 
be the first served. 
We p ass the cou­ 
p les iu one at a time, and after the • 
are married they are sent out throug h 
another door. 
We till out the record 
for the dep artm ent of health, have the 
witnesses affix their names and ad­ 
dresses, and the job is done. 
By g et­ 
ting the addresses of the witnesses 
we have found ten missing g irls for 
the p olice. 
If no witness is p resent 
with the coup le one of the boy s in the 
office acts as a witness. 
“When the chap el was first started 
under the city ’s direction there were a 
num ber of hang ers-on who made a lit­ 
tle money on the side by telling coup les 
who wished to be m arried th at therv 
could g et it done easily and quickly 
We have p ut a stop to that. 
“The Italians are the most serioi s 
during the ceremony . The p eop le con e 
up here because it is convenient, aft/ r 
they have secured their licenses down­ 
stairs, more than because it is cheap , 
1 believe, thoug h, we do g et many be­ 
cause it costs nothing . 
We do not 
w ant any coup les who are not old 
enoug h to g et married, and the alder­ 
men have been strict In this resp ect. 
They refuse to m arry g irls under eig ht­ 
een unless the p arents are p resent to 
g ive their consent. Many who g et mar­ 
ried here come from out of town. 
We 
had fifty -five out of town coup les the 
first month, and the number has kep t 
along about the same. 
The charg e to 
the out of town coup les is the same as 
to New Yorkers.

“There are p lenty of op p ortunities 
for taking money for p erforming cer­ 
emonies, but no one here ever takes 
a cent 
At times the aldermen, when 
offered money , have it p assed over to 
the bride as a wedding p resent. 
“The first ceremony in the city 's own 
marriag e chap el was p erformed by 
City M ag istrate Norman M. Marsh on 
June 9 . 
Alderman William F. Quinn 
holds the record, with 8 42 ceremonies.

RESERVES FOR THE BIRDS. 


Audubon Societies Would Have Feath­ 
ered Tribe Protected In Cemeteries. 
Cemeteries in the United States may 
become havens for song birds, where 
wrens, thrashers and larks and all the 
other inhabitants of the woods and 
fields may live in safety from cats and 
the hunter's g un, if the camp aig n re­ 
cently instig ated by the National As 
soeiation of Audubon Societies meets 
with success. 
Literature advocating the further 
p rotection of song sters by the estab­ 
lishment of more bird sanctuaries has 
been sent by T. Gilbert Pearson, sec­ 
retary of the association, to cemeteries 
in cities, villag es and hamlets in all 
p arts of the country . 
The p lan is to 
p rovide nesting and feeding p laces for 
birds, p rotection for them and to g row 
fruits and berries that are attractive 
to the birds. 
Two hundred thousand boy s in the 
United States, who have been broug ht 
tog ether by the association into socie­ 
ties for the study or p rotection of 
birds, will soon beg in work on bird 
box es and homes to be erected in cem­ 
eteries and other p laces where birds 
are desired, according to Mr. Pearson. 
The plan, if successful, will giv e tho u­ 
sands o f additio nal acres o f land fo r 
bird reserv atio ns.

ing out of the nam e all except the 
w’ord “Lincoln.”

The Monteneg rin king first asked 
for a cessation of hostilities and the 
opening of peace neg otiations on Jan. 
13, the day after the fall of Mount 
Lovcen, the Gibraltar of the Adriatic. 
The Austro-Hung arian g overnment re­ 
plied that the plea could be g ranted 
only on Monteneg ro unconditionally 
laying down arms. 
Two days later 
Cettinje, the Monteneg rin capital fell 
into Austrian hands and the little 
king dom 
was as g ood 
as crushed. 
King Nicholas then yielded. 
This turn of events was related to 
the Hung arian parliament by Count 
Tisza, Hung arian prime minister, who 
interrupted the budg et debate in par­ 
liament. 
Loud 
applause 
g reeted 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of the premier who said: 
“Therefore, after the capitulation has 
been accomplished, peace neg otiations 
can 
beg in. 
Without overestimating 
the sig nificance of this event, I think 
I can in any case describe it as an 
important and g ratifying fact which 
shows that the Hung arian monarchy 
and nation are reaping the fruits of 
their persorverance and heroism.” 
Closely upon the heels of the news 
that the Monteneg rin link had dropped 
from the allied chain, came the an­ 
nouncement in Vienna that Italy had 
abandoned all intention of taking part 
in the Balkan campaig n and will evac- 
l 
uate Albania. 
This news overshadowed by far the 
report 
of 
Monteneg ro’s 
surrender. 
The wave of g loom and anx iety it 
spread here and in the other entente 
powers corresponded sig nificantly to 
the joy and optimism it caused in the 
central empires. 
The decision of Italy, it w-as ex ­ 
plained, was arrived at after a long 
council between King Emmanuel and 
his military chiefs. 
The king 's desire 
to aid in the defence of Albania and 
Monteneg ro was overruled, the dis­ 
patch said. 
His g enerals insisted up­ 
on the concentration of forces on the 
Austrian front. 
With the Bulg arian army of inva­ 
sion menacing ly close to the Adriatic 
and the Austrian army that conquered 
Monteneg ro threatening northern Al­ 
bania, 
where 
the native tribes 
are 
ready to aid the invaders, the defence 
of that country becomes untenable, if 
it is true that the Italian forces are 
to be withdrawn. 
The 
Serbs are reported in retreat 
before the Bulg arians west of El Bas- [ 
son and are 
ex pected to reach 
the 
Adriatic within a fortnig ht. 
♦Already reports as to the conditions 
imposed on Monteneg ro by Austria 
are forecasted. 
One dispatch from 
Athens says these conditions include 
the cession to Austria of Mt. Lovcen 
in return for Austrian g uarantee to 
Monteneg ro of all territorial rig hts in 
Scutari, the important city in north­ 
ern Albania. 
From Rome it is learned Prince 
Prince Mirko of Monteneg ro is on the 
way to Italy on a mission from Scu­ 
tari, where the Monteneg rins are now 
concentrating .

With No Adv antages He Bec ame the 
Strong Man of Mex ic o. 
General Vlctoriano Huerta, who died 
in El Paso the other day, w-as eulogiz­ 
ed by his friends, who declared that 
he was the Napoleon of Mexico. 
His 
enemies bave denounced him as the 
most unscrupulous dictator Latin Amer­ 
ica ever knew, as the murderer of 
President Madero, a traitor to his coun­ 
try. as a man become rich by despoil­ 
ing his nation’s treasury. 
But this has been conceded by ene­ 
mies and friends alike—that he was 
one of the strongest men that Mexico 
has seen in recent years. 
His rise was all the more startling In 
view of his early upbringing. 
Viotori 
ano Huerta was a full blooded Indian 
He was born in Colotlan, state of .Ja­ 
lisco. on Dec. 23, 
18 54 
Colotlan was 
an Indian village, and Huerta’s parents 
were peons of the lowest class 
The 
hoy. dressed in a cheap cotton tunh­ 
and without shoes or hat, was like 
thousands of Indian boys ln Mexico, 
playing in the dirt and living chiefly on 
beans. 
However, the village priest taught 
him to read and write, and it was this 
fact which gave Huerta his chance to 
enter the army. 
When lie was eighteen years old Gen 
eral 
Donata Guerra passed through 
Colotlan on his way to quell a small re­ 
bellion 
He needed the services of a 
clerk, and Huerta got the job. Thrown 
Into close relations with Guerra the boy 
told the general that It was his ambi­ 
tion to Join the army. 
Guerra took 
him to Mexico City and prevailed upon 
President Diaz to appoint Huerta t<> 
Ihe Chapultepec Military academy. 
In 
18 7 6 Huerta was graduated. 


For the next thirty years he led the 


lfe of an army officer, and after that 
ils history is well known.
